The latest announcement of the postoffice Department stated that the first of these stamps, the Artists set would appear in December 
and that the others would follow as rapidly as possible. We urge you not to delay in ordering your sets of envelopes. Be certain, 
order at once and we will guarantee delivery in plenty of time for all envelopes. Linprint envelopes are the biggest sellers of all 
Pictorial envelopes, over 60,000 sold for the Four State Stamp issued in November. 


What we hope is a final announcement of the Postoffice Department changes their original announcement so that the denomina- 
tions of these coming stamps are now announced to be le, 2c, 8c, 5e and 10c. The sequence of issue of the seven sets remains the 
same, first Artists, then Authors and so on in alphabetical order for the groups. The sequence of portraits on the stamps has been 
altered to make them come on the different denominations in the order of their dates of birth. The earliest birth date being placed 
on the lc stamp, the next on the 2c and so on through the issue.

Post Office At Philatelic 


Congress 





During the Fifth American Philatelic 
Congress, Nov. 24-26, at the Hotel Tray- 
more, Atlantic City, N. J., the Post Office 
Department will have a temporary post 
office at the Congress headquarters. A 
special cancellation is being prepared. 
Collectors desiring to send covers may 
send covers, under a separate cover 
which is addressed to “Postmaster, Fifth 
American Philatelic Congress Station, 
Atlantic City, N. J.” . This is the first 
time a special office has been established 
at a Congress. 


Danish Red Cross 


The Danish post office issued an of- 
ficial announcement promising issuance 
the “middle of November” of the Red 
Cross semi-postal issue previously ru- 
mored, reports Carl L. Bryan of Horsens. 
The two stamps will portray Queen Alex- 
andrine and be of same size as the recent 
Thorvaldsen, issued in sheets of 50 and 
perforated 1214: 10 plus 5 ore violet and 
15 plus 5 ore red. The surtax of 5 ore 
goes to the Red Cross.

Lithuania’s 1930 series commemorating 
the fifth centenary of the death of the 
medieval hero Vytautas. Tubelis guided 
his country during much of its stormy 
career when a virtual state of war ex- 
isted with Poland.

Jugoslavian Variety 





Mr. F. Freter of Ocoquan, Va., sub- 
mits a curious variety of the recently 
issued 1.50 plus 1 dinar Jugoslavian 
Semi-Postal stamp picturing a merchant 
steamer. Just to the left of the serif of 
the figure “1” in “1.50” appears, side- 
ways a small capital “S.” It is evidently 
deliberately in the design, but Mr. Fre- 
ter states three other copies he has seen 
of this stamp do not have the “S.” Read- 
ers having access to sheets of this stamp 
might well examine them closely to de- 
termine the position of this variety.

Famous American Artists 
JAMES ABBOTT McNEIL WHISTLER 


This celebrated painter and etcher was born at Lowell, 
Mass., July 10, 1834, the son of an engineering officer of 
the Army. After residence in several eastern cities his 
father took the family to Russia in 1843 where Major 
Whistler was in charge of construction of the first Rus- 
sian railroad. While in St. Petersburg, James attended 
the Imperial Art Academy. After his father’s death in 
1849 the family returned to Connecticut and after a 
short period at a preparatory school, Whistler entered 
West Point in 1851. Military life was unpleasant for 
him and except for drawing, his grades were so poor he 
was dropped at the end of the third year. Assignment to 
the U. S. Coast Survey ended suddenly as a result of 
Whistler engraving caricatures on the margins of a plate 
used in the Survey. In 1856 he became a pupil of the 
classic artist Gleyre and from then until his death at 
London on July 17, 1903, Whistler lived almost continuously in France and England. 
He followed no particular master in his works, but showed a flair for many kinds of 
painting, developing his own technique. Whistler would not submit to any criti- 
cism of his work, any such driving him into a fury. His sharp, sarcastic wit made him 
many enemies and he wrote a book titled “The Gentle Art of Making Enemies.” 
His scenes are most famous and the best known work is the portrait “Artist’s 
Mother” in black and gray, with more detail than is usual to a Whistler portrait. 
It hangs in the Luxembourg Gallery at Paris. This painting served as model for 
the design of the Mother’s Day stamp issued by the U. S. in 1934. In order to 
make it suitable for a postage stamp design, the stamp designers omitted part of 
the painting and added a vase of carnations which brought down the wrath of 
organized artists. This was turned away by the official statement the stamp honored 
the Mothers of America and not Whistler’s works. The 2c stamp will be issued at 
Lowell, his birthplace, as his residence abroad during his career left no other point 
in the U. S. as suitable.

282,000 Four States First 
Day Covers 





When the 3c Four States Stamp was 
placed on sale Nov. 2, a total of 282,011 
first day covers were mailed. 139,905 
covers were sent from Pierre, S. Dakota, 
where 273,871 copies of the stamp were 
sold; and 142,106 covers were sent from 
Bismarck, N. D., where 266,321 stamps 
were sold. The stamps were withdrawn 
from sale at the end of the day and ap- 
proximately the same quantities of cov- 
ers were expected to be mailed from the 
Nov. 8 and Nov. 11 first day points.

Trans-Continental Pony 
Riders on Return Trip 





The Pony Express riders who passed 
through Columbus last August en route 
to the New York World’s Fair from the 
Golden Gate International Exposition at 
San Francisco started their return trip 
Nov. 4. 

The riders will follow Route 40 to St. 
Louis and No. 66 to Albuquerque where

they will turn south, passing through 
Tucson and Yuma, Arizona, thence 
through Los Angeles and up the coast 
to San Francisco. They expect to com- 
plete the trip of 3600 miles in about six 
weeks. 

On the West to East trip the “Express 
riders” carried 2500 covers and a like 
number is being carried on the East to 
West trip. The covers bear the cachet 
as shown here and the inscription “Offi- 
cial Pony Express Riders Returning New 
York to San Francisco via Santa Fe 
Trail” and handstamp similar to the 
original oval stamp used by Russel- 
Majors-Waddell Pony Express with the 
Pony riders autographs. This is the first 
time riders have traveled on horseback 
from coast to coast and back, a distance 
of over 7000 miles. Seethe adv. of F. L.

Dealer Disappears 





The Stamp Wholesaler states that as 
of Nov. 1, Frank Marquis, prominent 
New York dealer for years, had been 
missing some seven weeks, with his 
whereabouts a mystery. At that time 
Marquis had received a phone call that a 
collection of stamps in Trenton, N. J., 
was for sale and he was asked to go 
there and inspect it, taking along $1,000 
in cash. 

Marquis mentioned this to his next 
door neighbor before leaving on the in- 
spection trip from which he has not re- 
turned.

The first printing press in Colonial 
America, the Stephen Daye press, was 
loaned by the Vermont Historical .Society 
to the Graphic Arts Exposition for ex- 


hibit at that show. The photo, courtesy 
of the Graphic Arts Monthly, shows the 
press about to be loaded into a truck for 
a triumphal procession from Montpelier, 
Vt., to New York City. Newspapers of 





the cities through which the press passed, 
gave it much publicity with the result 
that large numbers of people were on 
hand to see it. Of particular interest to 
stamp collectors is the fact that this 
view of the press shows clearly the two 
bolts which in error were omitted from 
the 3c U. S. stamp design. They may 
be seen directly under the wing-nuts at 
top of press and are about a foot long. 





New Chinese Discovered , 





A second type of the portrait in the 
dollar values of the Chinese series of 
1938 portraying Sun Yat Sen is reported 
to Gibbons’ Stamp Monthly and will 
probably be given catalog recognition. 
The area of the oval portrait has been 
enlarged so that it comes closer to the 
frame. Best means of distinguishing the 
new die is that the button on the coat 
below the points of the collar is now a 
complete circle instead of only a half 
circle. Also, nine lines of shading are 
above the head now, instead of six. The 
$1 and $5 with new die have been found 
so far.

Return of a Post Office 


John Jungkind submits a newspaper 
feature article from the Arkansas Gazette 
telling of the “Return of a Post Office,” 
the fourth-class office of Arkansas Post, 
Ark. This office was discontinued in 
1934, and on Oct. 10, 1939, was re-estab- 
lished at the Arkansas Post State Park, 
site of the first capital of the territory 
of Arkansas. When discontinued in 1934 
the office was oldest in the state, having 
been the second established. At one time 








the site was one of the most important 
settlements between New Orleans and 
St. Louis. The first post office had been 
established there in 1819 and named 
“Arkansas” when this was Missouri Ter- 
ritory, then in 1819 changed to Arkansas 
Territory and in 1831 the office name 
was changed to “Arkansas Post.”

MORE RESEARCH 
NEEDED 





$1205 was paid 
October 26 at auc- 
tion in New York 
City by a dealer for a copy of a 2 cen- 
tavo Colombian stamp (without over- 
print worth no more than a_ nickel) 
which was overprinted in Spanish “First 
Air Post Service 6-18-19.” Nearly half 
a page of the auction catalog had been 
used to describe the stamp, one of five 
mint copies known to exist with the fig- 
ure “1” having serifs. Scott prices the 
normal stamp at $600, the variety is un- 
priced; Sanabria prices the normal copy 
at $500, the variety at $6500. Prices 
seemed to be fair enough, considering 
that only a total of 200 stamps were is- 
sued and that it was one of the earliest 
air mail stamps. No one apparently had 
ever questioned the stamp’s authenticity, 
as when it first arrived in philatelic cen- 
ters 20 years ago it seemed all right. 

The week following the sale mentioned 
above, came the American Philatelist 
containing another installment of John 
N. Myer’s researches into Colombian

own words “debunking one of philately’s 
supposed great rarities, the Colombian 
first air stamp.” And so he does! The 
$1205 stamp is shown to be the product 
of an American aviator, barnstorming 
in Colombia; a stamp without a sem- 
blance of official authorization. For 20 
years philately — and particularly those 
who spend folding money in wads—have 
been victims of what probably in the 
first place was not intended as a hoax, 
but which turned out to be one on a 
grand scale. For the rare stamp is shown 
to be only a label. No one would have 
known it if Mr. Myer hadn’t been inter- 
ested in learning the why and how of 
Colombian stamps. Apparently none of 
those who spent hundreds of dollars for 
the stamps as they gradually rose in 
price, ever spent a few hours trying to 
check the stamp’s hazy history. 

This all points to the need for much 
more research in our hobby. Any stamp 
collector soon learns that face value is 
seldom to be accepted as the true worth 
of a stamp, yet most of us seldom doubt 
a stamp once it is listed in the catalogs. 
So many stamps have been issued avow- 
edly for philatelic purposes that many 
collectors have failed to draw a line be- 
tween postage stamps and labels and put 
in their collections everything that looks 
like a stamp; and pay good money on 
the basis of rarity and not on a basis of 
the stamp’s worth as a philatelic item. 
The Colombian hoax is undoubtedly 
“rare” but not a rare postage stamp. 
There are many things that are rare, but 
not desirably so. 

In the field of airmail stamps there is 
particularly need for sincere research. 
Many stamps need their reputations 
looked into as the followers of this par- 
ticular specialty have a tendency (en- 
couraged by some leading exponents of 
air stamp collecting) of accepting most 
anything that in any way was issued or 
used in connection with a flight any- 
where of a plane, regardless of whether 
it was privately or officially sponsored. 
There is another and equally good rea- 
son for research now on air mail stamps. 
That is the fact that most of the folk 
concerned with these issues are still liv- 
ing—all these stamps are of fairly recent 
history; making it much easier to obtain 
NOW the vital facts. The truth on some 
issues will, we fear, hurt. There are other 
issues like the Colombian, waiting for 
some patient researcher to uncover their 
spurious claims to recognition as postage 
stamps. Aero-philately would benefit it- 
self if it began its housecleaning before 
it becomes too late, and the specialty 
tagged with its carelessness.

sold last week. Y. Souren paid $1,150.00 
for a mint block of the $5.00 Colombian, 
and paid $925.00 for a mint block of the 
$4.00 Columbian. Also, the imperforate 
pair of the Von Steuben stamp sold for 
$675.00. I could very easily fill three 
full columns trying to relay to you the 
full significance of the sale, but that 
would be superfluous. These prices 
quoted are in my opinion the highlights 
of the week long sale, which will be 
marked down in philatelic history. 


Many New York dealers are preparing 
to leave New York to attend the Fifth 
Philatelic Congress to be held at the 
Traymore Hotel in Atlantic City, N. J., 
from November 24 to the 26th. It is re- 
ported that quite a number of dealers 
have already reserved tables for the 
bourse. 


New York wholesalers are surprised to 
find that they are getting back the Ger- 
man New Issues they have sent to Can- 
ada. The Canadian dealers call to the 
wholesalers’ attention the fact that Can- 
ada has declared war on Germany and 
therefore find it impossible to handle 
these issues. 


A small lot of fake Czechoslovakian 
Music Sheets have appeared in New 
York. These sheets are crudely made 
up and are very easily discernible. 


The importation of stamps from Brit- 
ish Colonies is extremely slow. This, of 
course, can be directly attributed to the 
war situation. Now that the arms em- 
bargo has been lifted, it is the hope of 
the dealer that shipping will be stimu- 
lated somewhat and result in a fresh sup- 
ply of some badly needed stamps.
